Only one herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
with a few calf club boys in the Junior 
classes. I might say it was a club boys 
show as the Eahlers Brothers, of LaMoille, 
had the herd and they are in the club work. 
To see their herd one would think they were 
men with gray hair. The herd is a credit to 
any show. Their bull, a Blackcap, shows in 
the two-year-old class and is a real Doddie. 
The cow is one of those good headed cows 
and she is hard to fault in most any way. 
The two-year-old, the yearling and the calf 
are also very good. 

“There were two boys just past ten, a 
pair of twins, Wayne and Warren Miller, of 
Neponset. showing a pair. Well not twins, 
but they looked the part. One of them land- 
ing the Junior championship, and the Eahler 
Brothers won the rest of the champion 
classes. 

“In our club the Shorthorns and the Here- 
fords were the strongest in numbers. In 
the Senior and Junior classes the Doddies 
won second, third, fourth and fifth, but a 
Hereford won the Championship over all 
breeds.”

Capture Eastern States Grand Championships 


Because of its proximity to the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition 
and a succeeding date that permitted showing at both places the 
tenth anniversary of the Eastern States Exposition was assured 
the greatest display of live stock since its inception. In a large 
measure it was to be a repetition of the World’s fair showing to 
which would be added a smattering of local herds from the New 
England states and their adjoining neighbors. Those whose fort- 
une it was to watch the entraining of the live stock at Philadelphia 
on Friday evening knew full well that things would be doing at 
the Eastern States when once the two trains consisting of a few 
more than 100 cars had unloaded their precious cargoes at the 
gates of the Eastern States Exposition grounds. Quickly enough 
these cattle, horses, sheep and swine, were slipped into new bunks 
that had been carefully bedded. 

Our good Secretary Tomhave who acts as superintendent in 
the beef cattle section, made a night ride from Philadelphia after 
the cattle had been loaded, arriving at Springfield Saturday morn- 
ing ahead of the special trains that brought the exhibits in. When 
the boys arrived, and they were arriving nearly all day Saturday 
and some of them as late as Saturday night and Sunday morning, 
they were greeted as only the Eastern States Exposition greets its 
guests. Hot coffee and sandwiches for all hands, and everybody 
connected with the cattle show enjoyed his “snack” immensely. 
No details are overlooked here. Plenty of everything. The cattle 
feed too was there waiting as was the bedding, and General Mana- 
ger Charlie Nash was on hand until the wee hours had seen every- 
one tucked away for the night. 

The buildings are comfortable and commodious, the end of the 
beef barns are separated from the show arena only by a concrete 
paved street. A similar street at the other end of this barn con- 
nected with the dairy cattle barns. So the drag from the stalls to 
the show lines was short and convenient. . 

Dairy farming has been one of the chief agricultural pursuits 
of the Eastern States district for many years and naturally enough 
this exposition would bring forward a wonderful dairy show. The 
Waterloo Dairy Congress was to follow with but a week interven- 
ing. This detracted somewhat from the dairy showing or it might 
have reached proportions beyond the capacity of the dairy housing. 
The Ayrshires rather made the best showing in their history and 
there were some wonderful specimens. ‘The Guernseys were an 
exceptionally strong class as were the Jerseys. The Brown Swiss 
was there too. It was worth the price of admission to witness the 
Devon classes. This old New England breed is no doubt being per- 
petuated chiefly from a sentimental viewpoint. The Milking Short- 
horns were there from eighteen herds with a total of 183 entries. 

The beef cattle section was strong numerically, as well as in 
quality. Thirteen Shorthorn breeders from nine states were there 
with 121 head, largely from the east, however Illinois and Missouri 
were on hand with twenty-nine head. A like number of exhibitors 
from seven states had out 120 head of Herefords, the Sullivan 
herd from Colorado coming the greatest distance. ; 

The Journal was proud of the 141 head of Aberdeen-Angus 


cattle brought out from ten different states by an even dozen ex- 
hibitors. They came from Maine to California and Washington, 
and from Michigan to Oklahoma. At first glimpse one might get 
the impression that all the good Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
world were there but that is rather far fetched because at the very 
moment several herds were prowling around at the various state 
fairs throughout the country that are sure to mix things up a bit 
when they all assemble for the finals in the World’s series that is 
to be staged at the Chicago International. 

Naturally enough we admired the beautiful things in all the 
barns, but somehow no place to “hang around” was quite so com- 
fortable or “homey like” as were the boxes and bales stacked in the 
Aberdeen-Angus alleys. The lads minding the Blacks are a fine set 
of “buddies,” always spinning yarns and full of good advance 
hunches on the forthcoming showings. 

Our mutual friend “Bill” Pew, of Shorthorn fame, had been 
selected to tie the ribbons, a task which somehow did not seem to 
upset him in the least. Now Bill loves his reds, whites and roans, 
alright, but that does not seem to keep him from admiring the 
sleek, well covered Bonnie Blacks. The three days of grace, con- 
sisting of Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, allotted for rest in the 
Doddie aisles, prior to the showing on Thursday reminded one of 
the days intervening between judgment and the chair—the suspense 
was not conducive to a tranquil mind among either grooms or own- 
ers. Everybody wondered what was going to happen and at the 
same time every brush and comb was busy the whole time hiding 
away little defects and helping the weaker spots find a safe rest- 
ing place. Thursday morning came and so did nine o’clock when 
the aged bulls were called into line. Every man at the halter was 
on his toes. It is doubtful whether any show in years has held the 
same amount of apprehension in its first class. 

Which one was to head the list of eight contestants? Play- 
man of Sunbeam the proud conqueror of the Sesqui combat was 
not so fresh as the week before while Enchanter of Page could not 
have looked more bloomy and snappy. The judge liked him too 
and finally passed him to the head of the class. The type had been 
established, this made Ebert eligible to second berth where he land- 
ed and the many times grand champion Playman of Sunbeam stop- 
ped at third. Billy of Woodcote was looking a bit keener too and 
he moved up to fourth place. L. E. S. Prince Eliminator came next, 
then Eyden, Warrior of Maxwalton and Postman’s Monarch. En- 
chanter was made senior and grand champion bull of the show. No 
real Doddie fan can afford to remain away from the coming Inter- 
national. At that time the world will be able to see the most won- 
derful lineup of mature bulls ever assembled in this country, and 
we believe that it would do the hearts of Old Countrymen good to 
be there too. 

In the two-year-old class Escort Marshall had made good use 
of his rest and easily lead the class of eight. The rating given the 
top of this class was identical with that given at Philadelphia. The 
Peer of Sunbeam placed second, Prizemere 32d held third and Glen- 
carnock Revolution 9th stood at fourth. Ba- (Continued on page 12

Nebraska’s Fifth-Eighth Annual Exposition was most success- 
ful from every angle. The attendance was good and the displays 
in all sections were of an excellent quality, and there were an abun- 
dance of them. As stated in an earlier issue the Boys and Girls 
division was indeed a wonder as to magnitude and quality. A ma- 
jority of the counties of the state being represented in this division 
either with live stock or other projects. 

The swine show was good as were the horse and sheep shows. 
The cattle show was extra good. Especially is this true in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus section. The Nebraska State Fair grounds are nice- 
ly arranged. The judging arena is commodious and not too far 
away from other enterprises. The cattle bars are exceptionally 
good, but located just a bit too far away from the arena to make 
it pleasant in times of bad weather. 

One had only to enter the Aberdeen-Angus alley to know that 
Frank McGill was there, for no other man on the show circuit seems 
to possess that happy faculty of making the bedding stand at at- 
tention in a nice straight line the entire length of his display. Frank 
was assisting “Hank” Moffitt with the Tolan cattle. 

Nebraska was represented with three herds. Kansas furnish- 
ed two more. There was so much going on down east and it seemed 
that every breeder in the land was headed that way so a few of 
the boys quietly broke ranks at some of the previous shows and 
slipped over to Nebraska where competition would not be overdone. 
There were so many of the same turn of mind that Lincoln proved 
to be a regular surprise party. Kirschbaum of Iowa decided to take 
his good herd west and so stopped at Lincoln. The Rosengift Farms 
of Iowa thought it would be a good move to make Lincoln. There 
was another man over in Illinois who had been planning too along 
the same lines. When things got settled it was discovered that J. 
Garrett Tolan had sent over his good herd. So after all what had 
been thought by all to be a reasonably easy week proved to be a 
real contest—in fact it was nobody’s circus. Most every exhibitor 
got a piece of the good money before the judging had been finished. 

Grover Moritz, who seems to have inherited the job of judging 
at Lincoln was there again to serve and he did his usual high class 
work, pleasing every one except of course the less fortunate wih-

The aged cow class had out four good strong entries and Tolan 
went to the top herd with Maplewood Blackbird and she was good 
enough to become senior champion. There were five two-year-olds 
in the line which was headed by the Rosengift entry Evetta 2d.

Canadian National Exhibition just concluded at Toronto was a 
leasant one and the more so by reason of the fact that we 
P herd from the United States shown by Congdon 


i Yakima, Washington. The Rosemere heid had 


through out the western Canada circuit and from 
ped potas rg eastern Canada to await the Canadian Na- 
tional. The animals in this herd were all in excellent condition 
and they were so capably shown that the greater proportion of 
the major honors were captured without great difficulty. In 
addition to the Rosemere herd we had the Aberlour herd of 
Geo. McAllister & Sons, Guelph, Ontario, which extended Rose- 
mere entries in several classes; the Elm Park herd of James 
Bowman also of Guelph; the herd shown by B. Blackburn of 
Burncrest farm, Uxbridge, Ontario, and a few good animals 
shown by F. G. Todd, of Lucknow, and John A. Brown of Galt, 
—— four animals came out in the aged bull class and it 
was at once apparent that there were two outstanding animals, 
Middlebrook Prince 33rd shown by McAllister and Prizmere 
32nd shown by Congdon & Battles. The McAllister bull was 
slightly thicker and more heavily fleshed on top carrying a 
greater spring of rib and more thickness in the hind quarter, 
while the Rosemere entry had more style a slightly more nearly 
level top and walked a. little better. I preferred the McAllister 
bull for his great thickness and depth of flesh and placed him 
first, but I may say that in all probability the Rosemere bull 
will be heard from to some purpose when he has had time to 
develop more fully. Third and fourth in this class went to a 
pair of big bulls shown by Blackburn and Bowman. In the two- 
year-old class Rosemere entries secured first and second with- 
out difficulty. The two bulls so placed were sons of Prizemere 
9th and were a pair of thick big growthy bulls. Todd had 
third on a bull that would have looked much stronger with more 
finish. The Elm Park entry E. P. Raditor 2nd lead the senior 
yearling class with a good thick bull shown by John Brown of 
Galt second and the Blackburn entry third. ; 

The junior yearling bull class was an unsatisfactory one 
from the judges standpoint in that there were several types of 
bulls and further because of the fact that the two best bulls 
were very different in type. I finally awarded the first place 
to Barbarian of Rosemere 21st the Congdon & Battles entry 
over Prideman of Aberlour 3rd from the McAllister herd be- 
cause of his type and thickness. In many ways the McAllister 
bull was as good but he was too tall and long to ever be a suc- 
cessful sire. Third went to Blackburn and fourth and fifth to 
Bowman. One of the best bulls shown was Prizmere 67th the 
first prize senior calf from the Rosemere herd. He had type, 
character and thickness and he filled the eye nicely. McAllis- 
ter had a good thick calf for second, but he lacked finish to 
some extent and was not just in the class of the winner. Third 
went to Blackburn, fourth to Todd and fifth to Bowman on 


three nice smooth calves that lacked finish to some extent. In - 


the junior calf class Congdon & Battles had a good thick calf 
to win, Blackburn, however, was not far behind with a smaller 
calf that showed more quality but less size and_ thickness. 
Third went to Bowman. : 

The senior championship was awarded to Middlebrook 
Prince 33rd the first prize aged bull with Prizemere 44th the 
Congdon & Battles two-year-old reserve. The competition for 
the junior championship was between three Rosemere entries, 
but it was handily won by the senior calf Prizemere 67th with 
the junior calf Blackmere 48th reserve. In the contest for the 
grand championship it was a close fight between the winning 
aged bull and the junior champion, but owing to his thickness, 
spring of rib and width throughout the honor was finally a- 
warded to the McAllister entry. : , 

The female classes were stronger and more impressive 
throughout than the bull classes. There were eight good cows 
out in the cow class and Blackcap of Rosemere 16th had very 
little difficulty in leading the parade. She is a big deep, thick 
cow with a lot of quality and character, but I would like her 
Just a little better if she was somewhat rounder of body with 
a little more spring on top. Her stable mate Barbara of Rose- 


mere 40th stood second and McAllister had a good cow in Black- 
bird of Aberlour 2nd (last year’s grand champion female) for 
third place. The latter cow was somewhat at a disadvantage 
as she had just dropped a calf the night before the show. An- 
other McAllister entry Lady Emlyn of Garrick was fourth. 

The two-year-old heifer class was one of the best that it 
has ever been my pleasure to judge. It is at least a fact that 
the top four places went to animals that would be a credit in 
any show, anywhere. Pride of Rosemere 67th from the Cong- 
don & Battles herd had little difficulty in leading the class. 
She is so well known to breeders in the United States by her 
performance at the International and elsewhere that it is un- 
necessary to describe her, but one cannot pass by so excellent 
a heifer without some comment. This aristocratic little lady 
is almost ideal in type, she has a head that is all but faultless 
and she combines thickness and depth of body in proper projor- 
tions. Her stable mate Pride of Rosemere 59th was second 
and in many ways she resembles the winner, but is can be said 
that she is not so perfect in her type or faultless in her charac- 
ter. Third went to Favorite of Aberlour 3rd from the McAllis- 
ter herd and fourth to Blackbird of Rosemere 56th shown by 
Congdon & Battles. 

The senior yearling class was headed by a good thick heifer 
shown by McAllister with second and fourth going to Black- 
burn on two daughters of Revelation the fourth prize aged bull 
and third to Todd on Pride of St. Helens 3rd a daughter of Ebo- 
ny of Burncrest the third prize aged bull. Congdon & Battles 
had _a magnificent little heifer to win the junior yearling class 
in Blackcap of Rosemere 30th, although she was pressed some- 
what by a thick well finished heifer Beauty’s Pride 4th shown 
by John Brown. The Battles heifer was slightly lower down, 
a little deeper of body and possessed more quality. Third went 
to another Rosemere entry and fourth to Blackburn. The Aber- 
lour herd owned by McAllister had no difficulty whatever in 
heading the senior calf class with a daughter of the first prize 
aged bull. She was smooth, well sprung and thick and won 
handily. Second went to a thick little heifer Burncrest Beauty 
5th shown by Blackburn and third to E. P. Countess 9th shown 
by Bowman. The Congdon & Battles entry Barbara of Rose- 
mere 50th, went to fourth place as she was showing very badly. 
She looked fit too stand much higher at times, but owing to the 
way she carried herself it was not possible to give her a higher 
rating. It is probable that under more favorable conditions 
this heifer will do very well and may receive a much higher ra- 
ting. She had the depth and thickness to win had she carried 
herself better in her back. The junior calf class was headed 
by Blackbird of Aberlour 4th shown by McAllister, second and 
fourth going to Blackburn and third to another McAllister. 

The senior championship was awarded to Pride of Rose- 
mere 67th with her stable mate and the second prize heifer in 
the same class, Pride of Rosemere 59th reserve. The contest 
for the junior championship was between Blackcap of Rosemere 
30th shown by Congdon & Battles and Middlebrook Pride 54th 
shown by McAllister. It was very close and although the Bat- 
tles heifer showed a little more depth of body and plenty of 
character she was not so strong on top and she lacked the width of 
top shown by the McAllister heifer. The award went to the 
McAllister entry with the Rosemere heifer a very close second. 
For grand champion honors Congdon & Battles brought out the 
senior champion and the reserve and although the junior cham- 
pion was a smooth typy little heifer it was quite out of the ques- 
tion to separate the two Rosemere heifers and the grand cham- 
pionship went to Pride of Rosemere 67th with her stable mate 
Pride of Rosemere 59th reserve. 

The group classes were quite a triumph for Rosemere en- 
tries. In the aged herd class first went to Congdon & Battles, 
second to McAllister, third to Blackburn and fourth to Todd. 
In the class three the get of one sire Congdon & Battles had 
first and second and McAllister third and fourth. ; Congdon & 
Battles had an impressive progeny of cow in their aged bull 
Prizemere 32nd and their champion heifer Pride of Rosemere 
67th and had no difficulty in winning. Second place went to 
McAllister with two females from his good breeding cow Glen- 
carnock Blackbird 8th. In the class for four best calves and for 
best junior herd McAllister entries lead with Blackburn second in 
both classes and Bowman third. (Continued on page 9

In conversing with Aberdeen-Angus breeders from nearly ev- 
ery quarter of the United States during the past few weeks the 
Journal has arrived at the conclusion that the cow business gener- 
ally speaking is decidedly satisfactory. The demand for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle has been very good and the pleasing feature about it 
all is the fact that valuations are beginning to show some signs of 
improvement. Show cattle are in demand at very high prices. 
Strictly first class breeding cattle that are presented in good flesh 
are readily finding new homes at a good strong figure. The more 
common grades, suitable for the growing of steers for the market 
are bringing a good margin over and above market prices. In each 
case buyers seem plentiful. For the most part it is difficult to find 
the cattle that will suit. Many breeders have gained the impres- 
sion that a good pedigree will sell their cattle. This is very true 
if the cattle carry individuality and have been treated well. The 
“corn crib cross” is quite essential. There are a few instances this 
season where drouth has played havoc with pastures and crops; as 
a result well bred cattle that ordinarily carry plenty of flesh and 
show strong individuality are being forced on the market in excep- 
tionally thin condition. Among these offerings will be found some 
rare bargains. But as a rule the buyer fights shy, many. times to 


his own disadvantage.

If the grand champion carload 
are Aberdeen-Angus they will receive 
$250.00 additional from the National Associ- 
ation. The breeder of the grand champion 
load receives a silver trophy. 

It is possible for an Aberdeen-Angus sin- 
gle steer to win $625.00 in premiums and a 
carload of Aberdeen-Angus steers can win 
$675.00 in prizes. In addition to the prizes 
that can be won, prize winning cattle al- 
ways command a premium when sold during 
the time of the International.

The Institute of American Meat Packers 
offers a silver cup for the best bred Aber- 
deen-Angus steer in the Junior Feeding 
Contest. The boys and girls will exhibit 
their Aberdeen-Angus baby beeves in the 
breed classes for $335.00 prize money and 
in the championship class for $55.00, a gold 
watch and a silver cup. 

A sale of outstanding Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle will be held Wednesday, 
December 1st. Carloads of fat cattle will 
be sold Thursday, December 2nd, carcasses 
and club calves Friday and single steers 
Saturday of International week.

Seldom has any fair had but three herds 
of AberdeenAngus cattle and yet had the 
high quality exhibition seen at Cedar Rap- 
ids, Iowa, Oct. 2-9. Henry Schmuecker and 
Sons of Blairstown, Iowa; Blake Brothers, 
of Dallas Center, Iowa, and Rosengift 
Farms of Kelley came to the Cedar Rapids 
show to make their last appearance on the 
tanbark until they arrive at the Internation- 
al Live Stock Exposition in Chicago. 

The three herds have competed against 
each other several times this year but prob- 
ably never before have the awards been as 
evenly divided. Each exhibitor had some 
of the champions, two of them each had 
five first prizes and the other had four, 
while the total prize winnings were not far 
apart. 

Before going further it might be noted 
that Cedar Rapids is inaugurating this yea1 
the fifth fair in the United States to be 
known as a free exposition. No admissior 
is charged to the grounds. 

Although all beef breeds were well repre: 
sented the overwhelming interest was in 
the Aberdeen-Angus. The Doddies had ev- 
erything their own way in the fat classes. 

Blackcap Bandolier 2d 363329, Schmueck- 
er's aged bull, added one more triumph to 
his long list of winnings when he was made 
senior and grand champion bull. He is in 

excellent bloom and showing at his best. 
This good son of Bandolier has been grand 
champion wherever shown this year with

the single exception of the Missouri state 
fair, where he lost to Playman of Sunbeam 
owned by Judge Fullerton. Later, however, 
he defeated Playman. 

Junior champion bull honors were award- 
ed to Blake brothers on Blackcap Benz, a 
typey junior yearling that has won his class 
for the last four consecutive weeks, at Spen- 
cer, lowa; Sioux City, lowa; Huron, South 
Dakota, and Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Erica of Glenrock 4th, first prize aged 
cow owned by Schmuecker, was made senior 
champion female and was a popular choice. 
Similarly, the junior yearling heifer, Even- 
toa, in the Rosengift herd, had a comfort- 
able margin for the junior championship, 
maintaining her reputation of never having 
been defeated for this honor this year. 

When it came to the grand championship, 
however, the contest was close and the judge 
deliberated a considerable time before final- 
ly choosing the junior champion, Eventoa. 
She showed a bit stronger in topline, carried 
her thickness throughout and was a re- 
markably smooth calf. Erica of Glenrock 
4th, her competitor, had some advantage in 
depth and low-setness. 

Rosengift farms won first get-of-sire on 
the get of Eventuation 337989, while second 
went to Blake on the progeny of Black Benz 
2d. Schmuecker’s two gets from Blackcap 
Bandolier 2d were third and fourth. 

Although not represented in the get-of- 
sire class Black Belmore, formerly owned 
by Kemp brothers of Marion, sired two of 


the four champions—Blackcap Benz, junior 
champion bull, and Erica of Glenrock 4th, 
senior champion female. Eventoa, Rosen- 
gift’s junior and grand champion female 
was sired by Eventuation and old Blackcap 
Bandolier 2d, Schmuecker’s senior and 
grand champion bull, is a son of Bandolier. 
In the fat steer division there were few 
entries but they were good ones, fresh from 
the state fair circuit. Schmuecker’s junior 
yearling, Bandolier’s Marvel, grand cham- 
pion in the open classes at the Iowa, Min- 
nesota and South Dakota state fairs, had no 
trouble in winning again. He now weighs

Extent of Bovine Tuberculosis Shown 
In New Map. 


A map of the United States portraying 
by counties, the extent of bovine tubercu- 
losis in 1926 shows excellent progress in 
eradicating the disease compared with a 
similar map issued two years ago. Though 
in a few localities the resurvey shows a lit- 
tle more disease than shown on a previous 
map. the new map shows in general a mark- 
ed decline in the degree of infection. Six 
different intensities of shading show graph- 
ically the success of all parts of the United 
States in controlling and eradicating this 
insiduous foe. 

A very marked increase in the number 
and extent of accredited areas from which 
the disease has been practically wiped out is 
an outstanding achievement seen in the com- 
parison of the 1924 and 1926 maps. A brief 
table shows also that for the country as a 
whole the per cent of tuberculous cattle de- 
clined from 3.3 per cent in 1924 to 2.8 in 
1926. The map was prepared by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.

Feed Assimilation 


What is feed? It is a substance that fur- 
nishes those elements necessary for animal 
sustenance. The staff of life for the human 
race is bread; the same can be said of corn 
and its relation to all flesh producing ani- 
mals, but we cannot live on bread alone, 
neither can these animals thrive profitably 
on a straight corn ration, because of what 
it lacks in forming a balanced ration. 


Experience has taught us that the ele- 
ments in subsidiary feeds, such as bulky 
roughages and concentrates are necessary 
because of what is lacking in corn, but in 
what proportion seems to bé given the least 
consideration among some feeders. 

We throw in a little of this and a little of 
that in the feeding ration, and then trust to 
luck everything will work out to our satis- 
faction. If the cattle make money by rea- 
son of a good, snappy market, we shake 
hands with ourselves, and have a feeling 
that they must have been fed correctly. On 
the other hand if the demand is not keen 
when they are sold, and we do not realize 
our anticipations in profits, we are quite 
likely to complain about market conditions, 
etc., when a great deal of our trouble is 
traceable te our failure in studying out 
more practical and scientific methods of 
feeding that will prevent feed waste, there- 
by reducing our production costs. 

After much study and experience relative 
to various feeds and their use, it appears to 
us the failure to observe feed values is cost- 
ing cattle men in the cornbelt, as well as 
those following grass feeding, an enormous 
sum of money each year, through improper- 
Vy balanced rations, resulting in a waste of 
eed. 


The thought seems to be quite prevalent 


among a few cattle men yet that w 

tle are being put on feed, either Np 
or on grass, they must have a high protel 
concentrate to reasonably expect maxim a 
gains, regardless of weight, and age, Where 
is there any reason for this? Protein is ae 
a fat producer. It has been proven is: 
times to be a tissue and frame builder he 
tein can be used profitably only to the “ 
tent of the purpose for which it is intended 
and any amount in excess of requirements 
over taxes the kidneys, doing an injury to 
os animal, and is wasted. ; 

rotein is the most costly ele i 

feed, and fortunately a ak smnount Sail 
quired in fattening cattle. When we arrive 
at the conclusion it is not the quantity of 
protein, but the kind of protein that bal. 
ances the corn feed, cattle men of the corn- 
belt will relieve themselves of an enormous 
loss of money in feeding. 

In conclusion will say that our many ex- 
periments have revealed the several kinds 
of protein found in a good wholesome mo- 
lasses feed are adequate for the average 
fattening ration when fed along with corn 
and alfalfa, or clover hay. After figuring 
the ration if we find it to be below require. 
ments of protein, we, of course add a high 
protein concentrate. 

Therefore, a good sweet feed fills several 
needs, namely, by supplying elements of 
protein lacking in corn, also variety with an 
abundance of palatability, it likewise saves 
more than its weight of corn, because it 
contains more fat making elements, thereby 
effecting a balance for the modern way of 
feeding.

The six Senior yearling bulls forgot all 
about the World’s fair, at least they didn’t 
-look the same to the judge after being all 
mixed up in the walk. Alex Minty contend- 
ed all the time that he had a real bull in 
Benedict of Woodcote 2d and he succeeded 
in showing the youngster in that light be- 
fore Judge Pew who placed him up, with 
Queenmere 29th second for Congdon & Bat- 
tles. Jefferson Farms slipped Enquisitor 
by Black Belden in third, and fourth went 
to Arney Peer of Sunbeam for Fullerton. 
Black Revolution Marshall was fifth for 
Briarcliff and Minty put his other young 
bull Edward of Woodcote at the bottom of 
the line so he was safe either way the rib- 
bon hanger might operate. 

The six Junior yearlings got mussed up 
a bit too. Kemp Brothers of Iowa took Idle 
Marshall to the top over Black Marshall H 
2d and he was showing so well that he went 
to Junior championship as well. Bar Mar- 
shall 11th and Briarcliff Elban changed 
places for third and fourth as in last week’s 
showing, while Briarcliff Black Clipper re- 
mained at fifth place with Prizemere of Jef- 
ferson, lacking finish, holding sixth. 

The Senior calves had ten out and they 
were a keen bunch. Among them was the 
Junior champion at Philadelphia, but Qual- 
ity Marshall 3d was not up on his toes as 
before. This time he carried that “don’t 
care” attitude which landed him in third 
place. Baron Burgess of Woodcote made 
a pleasing top for the class and he was fol- 
lowed by Briarcliff Echo. Barbarian of 
Rosemere 21st fell back to fourth and 
Questor of Briarcliff came next. Sixth place 
was won by Emir 2d of Sunbeam, seventh 
went to Eric Harrison 25th, eighth to Proud 
Peter 4th, ninth to Conquest 3d and tenth 
to Burgess Briarcliff.

There were eight aged herds out that at- 
tracted the attention and admiration of the 
ringside. It seemed when these groupings 
began to come into the ring that the whole 
audience pinned its eye upon the shinny 
Blacks. They were admirable from every 
angle. No doubt as good and perhaps a wee 
better than many specimens that could be 
asssembled elsewhere. Iowa was a bit sel- 
fish in the aged herds, taking both first and 
second honors. The other ribbons were 
scattered to the winds as will be observed in 
the list attached. lowa grabbed off the 
young herd too, with Michigan and Cali- 
fornia placing next, and so it went down 
that line of youngsters. The same state 
captured first in pair of calves while Wash- 
ington and Michigan took the next two. 


The coveted ribbon—Get of Sire—always 
or nearly always makes a bad dent some- 
where. That’s the one of all that the breed- 
er really prizes most highly. It’s the one 
that shows his handiwork to best advant- 
age. Stakes are always set on this prize. 
Among the eight sets showing it fell to the 
lot of Washington to win the get of Prize- 
mere 9th; Michigan came next and then 
lowa took a pair of placings. In securing 
this prize Congdon & Battles have succeed- 
ed in carrying away for 1926 two of the 
most highly prized trophies, the one here 
and the other the week earlier at the Sesqui. 


This ended what had been the most hotly 
contested battle ever staged on the Eastern 
States Exposition grounds insofar as the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is concerned and it 
is generally conceded that the showing did 
the breed far more good in the East than 
could possibly be estimated in a monetary 
Sense. The impression carried to the East 
is about as good as the breed could well 


make, and the Journal believes that it will 
be lasting. Now is the time to lay plans for 
another trip to this same show.
